Moſes magnifies the Mercies received in Egypt, and 
in the Wilderneſs at the Red See, and at Edrei, as 
things wherein God had begun to ſhow him his great- 
nefs, and-his mighty hand, things on which God, had 
viſibly ſtampt and impreſſed his Greatneſs : though 
he (till expeRted greater things to come. 'T was Elzhu's 
Counſel to Fob with reſpe& to Gods providential pro- 
ceedings with him, Fob 36. 24. Remember that thou 
avagnifie bis work which men behold. Elihu thought it 
to be Jobs Duty (and doubtleſs it was fo.) to magni- 
fie or lift up the name of God even under afflictive 
providences, to exalt God when God caſt him down; 
but you are called this day to magnifie the work 6f 
God in comfortable providences, and to lift up his 
Name, whilſt he is lifting yoump in Deliverances, 
and chearful providences.

Mark of the beaſt in their Forcheads, or right hands, 
Heer.
